I would like to suggest ..... HARC Membership Renewal Confirmation: 
saving money with a digital membership card 


With the recent significant increase in the cost of mailing letters, it occurred 
to me that there needed to be a more economical way of distributing HARC 
membership cards when members renew each year. For those who are regu- 
lar attendees at Club meetings and pay their membership renewal at the 
meeting, it is an easy matter to produce a physical card and hand it out at the 
meeting. However, a significant percentage of our Club members mail in 
their membership renewals, or drop them off at the Club station during the 
week or at the Saturday morning social hour. Therefore, on a trial basis this 
year, we have been creating a digital HARC Membership Card and emailing 
it out to renewing members as a pdf file that can be printed off, cut out, 
folded in half (to make it more substantial) and inserted into an appropriate 
wallet pocket. 


However, on receiving his digital membership card this month, one of our 
innovative Club members came up with a brilliant, out-of-the-box idea. 
Since he, like many, indeed I would venture most, of our members have 
smart phones that they carry with them everywhere, it occurred to him that 
having the ability to store his HARC membership card on his smart phone 
would be both a way of saving trees, and at the same time a way of reducing 
the clutter in his wallet. 


So, the plan going forward will be to provide either a digital or physical 
HARC membership card to anyone who renews their membership at a 
monthly meeting.

Learning Ben is a silent key brought 
back many memories. Ben was an 
electronic technician with the Coast 
Guard. He looked after the electron- 
ics around Digby, Digby Neck, Yar- 
mouth and up to around Liverpool or 
Lockeport. This included any Coast 
Guard ship or aircraft. The Captain 
of CCGS THOMAS CARLETON 
with call sign CGBL had a wife and 
family at their St. John base and he 
also had a girlfriend in Yarmouth. He 
spent a lot of time alongside Yar- 
mouth. Jim Spillsberry, VESBR built 
some very good AM MEF and HF 
equipment. The Forest Service in the 
Yukon used some of it and many 
fishing vessels around this coast were 
fitted with it. Jim’s first attempt at a 
marine VHF radiotelephone was fit- 
ted in THOMAS CARLETON and it 
was more nightmare than a bridge to 
bridge intercom as the deck officers 
called marine VHF. Needless to say 
many hours were spent in servicing 
that equipment in Yarmouth on the 
“CARLETON”. The “CARLETON” 
became an all black member of Paul 
Watson’s Greenpeace fleet on termi- 
nation of her Coast Guard service. 
Ben’s father was Louis, VEING or 
VE1 “Never Good” as Louis signed 
with it. It sounded quite neat with his 
French accent. 

Louis became a silent key plus or mi- 
nus a couple of years of 1980. Louis 
retired as the Captain of the Lurcher 
Lightvessel. The last Lurcher Light- 
vessel, there were several over the 
years, was taken up to the Coast 
Guard College at Point Edward in 
Cape Breton. The Coast Guard Ca- 
dets converted it to a training vessel 
and called it CCGS LIGHTSHIP 
NO.14 with call sign CGBG.

A distress call to all enthusiasts of radio and radio 
history across Canada. 


The message below, sent a few weeks ago, did not re- 
sult in a solution to save the radio collection at Musée 
québécois de la radio inc. If a solution is not found 
within the next few days, the complete collection will 
go to the thrash and will disappear at the end of the 
month. The collection is impressive. It contains over 
1900 pieces of radio equipment and over three quar- 
ters of a million pages of documentation. The collec- 
tion is presently stored on 130 palletts in six 53-foot 
trailers. The trailers are on loan and must be returned 
on the 31st of May. If storage space is not found, the 
entire collection could end up in the garbage. It was 
impossible to find a temporary warehouse for the col- 
lection. One solution was to purchase three or four 
used 53-foot trailers but the fund raising attempt did 
not generate enough funds. That option would have 
required at least $7,500.

It would be a shame if the project was 
cancelled after 13 years of efforts and 
the participation of more than 400 peo- 
ple across Canada. The collection now 
includes over 1900 pieces of equipment 
and over three quarters of a million 
pages of documentation. 


The Museum is now at a point where 
its survival is threatened by the quality, 


diversity and sheer size of its collec- 
tion. Storage space is urgently required 
to save the collection while efforts con- 
tinue to find a home for the Museum. 
The Board of Directors is asking for 
your help in the implementation of a so- 
lution to this problem. 


Since the summer of 2011, the collec- 
tion had to be moved three times. The 
collection is currently stored in six 53- 
foot trailers, courtesy of Robert Trans- 
port Group of Boucherville. Unfortu- 
nately, this aid is very temporary and 
the Museum was notified that storage 
will no longer be available after the 
31st of May. Therefore, the collection 
will have to be moved again before that 
date. We must now find a longer term 
solution for storage. 


The search for a suitable warehouse has 
failed. The Board of Directors of the 
Museum is now looking at purchasing 2 
or 3 used trailers, similar to those which 
are currently being used. Storage would 
be doubled by the addition of shelves 
inside the trailers. Long term parking 
space for the trailers has already been 
found pending the decision of the city 
that will host the Redevelopment Proj- 
ect Museum . 


A used trailer that meets our require- 
ment currently sells for about $2,500. 
As stated above, we need 2 or maybe 3 
trailers. Accordingly, the Museum 
needs $5,000 to $7,500 to acquire the 
trailers and to save the collection. An- 
nual membership revenues are insuffi- 
cient to make these acquisitions. The 
MUSEUM URGENTLY NEEDS 
HELP TO RAISE THE REQUIRED

The ra- 
dio collection owned by Musée 
québécois de la radio has been 
saved but only for three 
months. A temporary storage 
location has been found until 
Aug, 16, 2014. We now have an 
additional three months to find 
a permanent solution for the 
collection. 


As you know, the collection is 
impressive. It contains over 
1900 pieces of radio equipment 
and over three quarters of a mil- 
lion pages of documentation. It 
is part of our history. We can- 
not stand by and let this collec- 
tion end up in the garbage. I 
have added some photos of the 
radio collection on my histori- 
cal site “radiocommunications.
